MORE than £20 million has 
been spent by the council on 
temporary housing since 2011, 
this newspaper can reveal. 

Luton Borough Council has 
said it is trying to reduce the 
£20.4m bill it has incurred 
between 2011-2014 for housing 
homeless families. 

The figures came from a 
Freedom of Information request 
submitted by Luton on Sunday, 
which show that the expendi¬ 
ture has increased each 
year, with £17.1m going to 
accommodation from private 
landlords. 

The council said the spending 
was due to a rising demand in 
the town. There are currently 


984 people living in temporary 
housing and the authority said 
the Right to Buy scheme had 
affected the number of family¬ 
sized social houses available. 

Anna Brosnan, from the 
National Housing Federation, 
commented: “The broken hous¬ 
ing market means that places 
like Luton are being hit very 
hard as people struggle to keep 
up with spiralling housing costs 
in the region.” 

Mo Harkin, head of housing at 
Luton, said: “The residential 
rental market is considered to 
be overheated with private 
landlords demanding rent lev¬ 
els which cannot be covered in 
full by housing benefit due to 
legislative restrictions. 

“Competition from London 
authorities is reducing the 


affordable private stock availa¬ 
ble to local residents and an 
increasing number of landlords 
are deciding to sell up making 
existing households obliged to 
seek alternate accommoda¬ 
tion.” 

Mrs Harkin said the council 
would tackle the issue through 
‘early intervention’ with people 
facing eviction and advising 
them on how best to avoid 
becoming homeless. 

She said: “We are also negoti¬ 
ating with landlords and 
friends/family to keep families 
or postpone possession to allow 
more time to find alternatives. 

“The nature of the advice 
given to customers has also 
changed following the changes 
to the allocations policy last 
year. 


She added: “We will continue 
to procure private sector rental 
arrangements in partnership 
with lettings agencies for both 
long and short-term use. 

“The council’s Private Sector 
Leasing (PSL) Scheme is oper¬ 
ated in conjunction with four 
local letting agents all accredit¬ 
ed under the LBC Landlord 
Accreditation Scheme. 

“Under this scheme, letting 
agents procure properties from 
private landlords which the 
council rents from the agent 
and issues Licences to Occupy 
to Homeless households.” 

She said the council was also 
leasing properties, building on 
disused garage sites and work¬ 
ing on developments such as the 
Purley in Marsh Farm and the 
Drill Hall in High Town.

PCC considered ads on police 
cars after referendum no vote

THE county's police commissioner 
considered putting adverts on force 
vehicles to raise money in the wake 
of the referendum, it can be revealed. 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Oily Martins said he discussed the 
idea with Chief Constable Colette 
Paul after residents voted earlier this 
month against his proposal to raise 
money for Bedfordshire Police 
through an increase in the force’s 
share of council tax. 

Mr Martins said he was prepared to 
consider schemes which could bring 
in more funds for the police, but 
added that he did not think putting 
adverts on police vehicles would raise 
the level of money needed. 

The force will have to cut an esti¬ 
mated £15 million by 2018/19 
due to reductions to its fund- ^ 
ing by the government. 

MP for South West 
Bedfordshire, Andrew 
Selous, is currently 
working on organising a 
meeting between all the 1 
county’s MPs, the PCC and 1 
the police minister. 

Mr Martins said: “I’m pre- ^ 
pared to consider anything that 
can help us avoid having to reduce 
our police officer numbers by 12 per 
cent, potentially meaning a recruit¬ 
ment freeze starting in as little as 18 
months due to our projected £6m 


shortfall. I discussed the adverts 
prospect with the Chief Constable in 
the aftermath of the referendum 
result, although I doubt it would raise 
anywhere near as much as £4.5m and 
the income stream would not have 
the certainty of an increase in council 
tax.” 

The PCC is not the first person to 
consider putting adverts on police 
cars. Last year the Nottinghamshire 
Police Chief Constable is reported to 
have said he was working to identify 
‘sponsorship opportunities’. 

Jim Mallen, head of the Bedfordshire 
branch of the Police Federation, said 
he would support the idea ‘with reser¬ 
vations’, adding that the the force was 
underfunded. 

He said: “My initial reaction to it is 
that it’s wholly inappropriate to do 
but at the same time I understand we 
have a large budget shortfall 
^ that needs to be addressed. 

“I guess if the adverts are 
appropriate then it could 
i be okay but the political 
stance of the police could 
f be compromised because 
you’re then linking a pub¬ 
lic service with a brand. 
“This goes back to the 
w problem of the historic 
underfunding of Bedfordshire 
Police.” 

He added: “I would support it with 
reservations because any budget 
increase would mean the number of 
police officers would increase.”

Prison for allowing house 
to be used for drug supply 


A MAN has been sentenced 
to two years in jail for allow¬ 
ing a house to be used to 
supply class A drugs. 

Roshaan Malcolm, 20, of 
Penhill, Luton, pleaded 
guilty to the offence and 
received a two year custodi¬ 
al sentence at Luton Crown 
Court on Friday, May 22. 


Malcolm used his then 
girlfriend’s house as a place 
from which class A drugs 
could be supplied. 

Detective Constable Emma 
Cook, who investigated the 
offence, said: “We take all 
drugs related crime very 
seriously and we hope this 
acts as a warning to others.” 


Force improving on how it deals with domestic abuse cases 


BEDFORDSHIRE Police is showing early signs of 
improvement in the way that it tackles domestic 
abuse following criticism last year. 

This comes after a number of follow-up visits by 
HM Inspectorate of Constabulary (HMIC). 

In the original inspection in March 2014, HMIC 
reported concerns about how Bedfordshire Police 
tackled domestic abuse. 

The police watchdog was concerned with how the 
force operated in certain areas and recommended 
improvements it should make. 

Bedfordshire Police reviewed its approach to tack¬ 
ling domestic abuse and on October 20, 2014, intro¬ 


duced a new domestic abuse investigations unit, fol¬ 
lowing the March report. 

HM Inspector of Constabulary, Zoe Billingham, 
said: “Following HMIC’s revisit inspections, it is clear 
that Bedfordshire Police is focusing on improving its 
response to victims of domestic abuse and is rightly 
treating this as a high priority. 

“We found very early signs of progress in the force 
responding to victims more appropriately, and an 
improved understanding of the need to keep victims 
safe. These early signs are promising, but we are 
keen to see this progress quickly translate into 
improved services to victims.” 


Despite the improvements, HMIC will continue to 
monitor Bedfordshire Police. 

Deputy Chief Constable Jon Boutcher said: “We 
are pleased that HMIC has acknowledged the pro¬ 
gress we have made with our approach to domestic 
abuse, particularly in recognising the overall 
response to victims and their families. 

“However this report is six months old and thus 
represents a snapshot in time, and does not reflect 
the further progress we have made in this area.” 

Another HMIC report revealed that despite the 
strains of budget cuts due to austerity, Bedfordshire 
Police had made improvements in crucial areas.

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Workers oppose 
hospital meal deal

A UNION has hit 
back at plans by 
Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital to out¬ 
source cleaning and 
cooking services. 

Currently all meals 
at the hospital are 
prepared on site by a 
dedicated team of 
chefs, but the plan is 
to hand over the ser¬ 
vice to a private com¬ 
pany who will pro¬ 
vide ready made food 
to be heated up at the 
hospital. 

The plans have 
drawn criticism from 
Unison, the coun¬ 
try’s largest trade 
union for healthcare 
workers. 

Cheryl Godber, 
UNISON Regional 
Organiser, said: 
“This seems like a 
huge step backwards 
for Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital. 

“We all know that 
good, fresh food is an 
important part of 
recovery so to move 


to an inflexible cook- 
chill service when 
you are already pro¬ 
ducing quality food 
on site seems incred¬ 
ibly short sighted - 
once they lose the 
ability to prepare all 
the meals it’ll be 
really difficult to get 
these services back. 

“You only have to 
look at the recent 
issues that were 
reported last month 
with G4S cleaning 


the Lister Hospital 
for an example of 
how these kind of 
contracts can fail to 
meet expected 
standards.” 

A spokeswoman for 
the hospital said: 
“We are outsourcing 
to provide an 
improved and more 
responsive service 
for our patients.

Carnival ‘bailed out’ after contractor cancelled 


LUTON Borough Council had to stump up 
around £9,000 to see that last weekend’s car¬ 
nival ran smoothly after a health and safety 
contractor pulled out. 

A spokeswoman for the authority said: “We 
agreed to take over these elements of the car¬ 
nival as UK Centre For Carnival Arts (UKCCA) 
agreed our expertise would ensure it would 
continue as a safe, family-friendly event.” 

The council would not confirm the exact fig¬ 
ure currently, but it is believed to be around 
the £9k mark. 

The authority said it will be asking the 
UKCCA to reiumburse the cost at a later date, 
when any issues with the previous health and 
safety contractors had been worked out.

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Family escapes 
from serious fire

A UNIVERSITY student said 
she ‘froze in shock’ after 
flames covered her window 
during a serious blaze which 
affected three homes this 
week. 

Shorna Khan, 18, of Carol 
Close, Luton, rushed out of 
her home after the fire start¬ 
ed in her neighbour’s garden 
on Tuesday night at around 
6.25pm. 

Bedfordshire Fire Service 
said it has launched an inves¬ 
tigation into the incident 
which had no casualties but 
took three fire engines an 
hour to control. 

Ms Khan, who is currently 
studying at Regent’s Univer¬ 
sity London, said the other 
seven people who were in her 
house at the time of the fire, 
including three children, 
managed to escape in time. 

She said: “I was the last one 
to notice the fire. I was 
upstairs in my room and I 
could see the heat waves but I 
did not notice that it was a 
fire. I screamed for everyone 
to get out of the house but 
everyone was already out. 

“The flames were covering 


my window and I was really 
scared and frozen in shock.” 

She added: “My mum smelt 
a bit of smoke at the begin¬ 
ning but we thought it was 
just a bonfire or someone 
smoking. So thank God eve¬ 
ryone is safe.” 

The Red Cross were called 
to attend people involved in 
the incident. 

Jason Tai, Station 
Commander at Luton 
Community Fire Station, 
said: “I would like to thank 


the crews who worked 
extremely effectively in the 
early stages of the incident to 
prevent the fire spreading 
and limited the damage to 
mainly the outside of the 
houses. 

“Without this we would 
have likely seen three houses 
involved as the fire was 
spreading to the roof area. 
The initial fire investigation 
that took place indicated that 
the most probable cause was 
an electrical fault.”

Ml cameras catch 
20,000 people out

VARIABLE speed cameras along an accident- 
prone stretch of the Ml have raised £1.7m 
in fines since they were introduced in 
September 2013. 

The cameras are now installed between 
Junctions 10 to 11 and 12 to 13 and have 
caught out almost 20,000 drivers. 

The system is designed so that when the 
speed limit is lowered from the usual 70mph 
this is displayed on electronic signs along the 
road. The cameras follow suit and look for 
people going faster than the new, temporary 
speed limit. 

Chief Superintendent, Simon Hawkins, said: 
“Speeding is one of the main ‘fatal four’ 
factors leading to serious road collisions and 
fatalities, along with drink-driving, failing to 
wear a seatbelt and using a mobile phone at 
the wheel. 

“We support any measure which can limit 
speeding and make the Ml and indeed all of 
Bedfordshire’s roads safer for all who use 
them.” 

The change in speed limits has caught a 
number of people out, with almost half of 
those fined doing less than the national speed 
limit. 

CS Hawkins added: “The speed cameras on 
this stretch of the Ml operate when there are 
variable speed limits. The cameras work auto¬ 
matically one minute after the speed limit is 
changed. 

“Once changed, the sign becomes a legal 
limit and it is our duty to enforce these.” 


Right up your street 

Mountaineers’ 
endeavours 
remembered 

THIS week, Howard Chandler tells how Luton 
marked the ascent of Mt Everest in 1953. 


ON the eve of the coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth II in 1953, news reached London 
that three days earlier on May 29, Sir Edmund 
Hillary and Sherpa Tenzing Norgay had 
reached the summit of Mount Everest. 

The sense of national pride this feat result¬ 
ed in many honours for those involved, 
including streets being named after people. 

In October 1954, approval was granted for 
the names Hillary Crescent and Tenzing Grove 
for roads leading off Meyrick Avenue. 

Then in 1967 Hunts Close was approved for 
a new development off Tenzing Grove. 

This honoured the expedition leader, Sir 
John Hunt, who organised 350 porters and 35 
sherpas and was key to the success of this 
venture after the failure of many over the pre¬ 
vious 30 years. 

While none of the three Luton ‘Everest’ 
roads would present a challenge to a moun¬ 
taineer they do, like so many of the roads in 
the town, involve a gentle ascent.

School’s safety fears 
over housing estate

A HORSE riding school 
opposed to a new 19-house 
development on land next 
door to it is seeking legal 
advice, its owner has said. 

Kimberley McGuiness, 
from Sunshine Riding School 
in Warden Hill Road, has 
expressed concerns over the 
safety of her clients, horses, 
and residents after Luton 
Borough Council last week 
gave permission for Clarence 
Country Homes to build 
properties on land there. 

Ms McGuiness, who object¬ 
ed to the proposals during 
the meeting, said her riding 
centre could also lose busi¬ 
ness as she cannot guarantee 
clients’ safety during and 
after the construction. 

She said: “My major con¬ 
cern is the safety of the resi¬ 
dents, the horses and my rid¬ 
ers during the construction 
because horses are very 
nervous creatures. They are 
easily frightened and 
spooked and when they do 
that with inexperienced rid¬ 
ers, you’re looking at very 
serious injuries. 

“When the estate is being 


built my concern is also with 
the rubbish. We already have 
plastic bags dumped which 
terrify the horses and I have 
had one rider come off 
because of that. 

“We jokingly refer to them 
as huge monsters because 
they just terrify the horses I 
think the situation is going to 
get worse.” 

Luton Borough Council 
said: “All aspects of the 
development and any health 
and safety implications and 


knock-on effects on the sta¬ 
bles were very carefully 
taken into consideration and 
discussed in depth by the 
committee before the deci¬ 
sion was made on May 21. 

“Since then, the planning 
case officer has spoken with 
Ms McGuiness and has 
arranged to visit the site to 
review appropriate bounda¬ 
ry treatment.” 

Luton on Sunday contacted 
Clarence Country Homes but 
they declined to comment.

Stabbing himself in 
leg cost man his life

A MAN died after stabbing 
himself in the leg while 
drunk, an inquest has heard. 

Marek Szefczyk, 31, of 
Russell Rise, was rushed to 
hospital on April 7 last year 
after using a knife to stab his 
leg after drinking alcohol. 

The inquest, held at 
Ampthill Coroner’s Court on 
Thursday, was told he had 
been in his girlfriend’s flat at 
the time of the incident. 

She is said to have tried to 


perform CPR on him before 
an ambulance took him to 
the Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital for treatment. 

From there he was moved 
to Bedford Hospital for 
further treatment but died 
after a doctor later issued a 
do not resuscitate’ order. 

The cause of death was list¬ 
ed as multiple organ failure, 
artery damage and alcohol 
abuse. The inquest was due 
to be heard in full but 
Bedfordshire Assistant 
Coroner Ian Pears adjourned 
it until July 23. 


He said: “This was an 
inquest that was listed for a 
read through. However, the 
senior coroner has received 
an email from a barrister in 
Poland and a letter from the 
parents of the deceased who 
seem to believe that it need¬ 
ed further investigation.” 

Mr Pears said he was going 
to call Mr Szefczyk’s girl¬ 
friend and a police officer to 
stand as witnesses. 

He also said he would give 
his parents time to gather 
witness statements of their 
own.

InterviewLuton 


CARL MUNGAZI is on a 
mission to uncover the 
hidden stories of Luton. His 
aim: to interview at least one 
person from every nationality 
represented in the town. 



AS backgrounds go, univer¬ 
sity lecturer Caroline 
Haafkens has quite the 
story. 

Born on the Caribbean 
island of Dominica, she was 
adopted by Dutch Christian 
missionaries at the age of 
two and she spent her child¬ 
hood in Africa before mov¬ 
ing to the Netherlands in 
1996, where she later mar¬ 
ried a Cameroonian man 
and moved to the UK in 
2005. 

Caroline said she had 
medical issues as a child 
which led to her biological 
mother giving her up. 

The couple who took her in 
were from the Dutch 
Reformed Church, and they 
flew her to the Netherlands 
in 1979 to complete the 
adoption process before 
leaving to spend three years 
in Nigeria and 13 in Kenya. 

How was her childhood? 

Caroline says: “I remem¬ 
ber Africa, but I don’t 
remember anything from 
before my adoption. 

“I think I keep those mem¬ 
ories suppressed. I remem¬ 
ber Nigeria and I definitely 
remember Kenya because I 
spent most of my childhood 
there, so yes, good memo¬ 
ries, really.” 

Anything that stands out? 



“I think life abroad is much 
more relaxed for kids”, she 
says. “Maybe you don’t have 
technology all of the time 
but it was more about play¬ 
ing outside, just learning to 
love nature, compared to 
here - I know it has to do 
with the weather as well - 


but kids are stuck inside 
more. We were everywhere, 
you know. It was safe, you 
were safe.” 

Caroline says her relation¬ 
ship with her adopted par¬ 
ents was not the ‘easiest’ 
due to the age gap (they 
were in their 40s when they 
took her in) and the tradi¬ 
tional values they held. 

However, she says she 
loves them for all they did 
for her. 

How did she adjust to the 
Dutch culture? 

“I never had a problem 
with that”, Caroline says. “I 
actually find it hard now to 
identify with Caribbeans. 

“I’ve been able to track 
down some biological fami¬ 
ly and relatives in London 
because Dominica has the 
English influence, so a lot of 
them are here in London.

“And we’re family, you can 
tell the resemblance but 
they’re totally different. 

“I am Dutch: I identify as a 
Dutch person and I am also 
told often that I act like a 
Dutch person, and 
Caribbeans are very, very 
different.” 

After finishing high school 
in Kenya in 1996, Caroline 
moved back to the 
Netherlands where she did a 
two-year International 
Baccalaureate. 

However, she was unsure 
what to do next, so she tried 
two degrees but quit each 
one three months into the 
course and instead settled 
on a customer service job in 
Amsterdam. 

It was at this stage she met 
her husband Lucien, who at 
the time worked as a clean¬ 
er. After six years together 
the couple decided to leave. 

Caroline says: “Lucien’s 
job was laborious. There 
was a lot of racism involved, 
with people soiling toilets 
on purpose when they go 
around just to make him 
clean it up, that kind of stuff. 

“So one day, we were sit¬ 
ting in the living room and I 
could see something wasn’t 
right, and I said, ‘what’s 
wrong?’, and he said, ‘I hate 
it here’. So I said, ‘OK, I’ll 
find a job somewhere else’. 

“So the next day, I started 
sending my CVs out.” 

Caroline did a six-month 
stint in France but did not 
enjoy it so she applied to 
work in the UK and got a

post in Luton. She was preg¬ 
nant with her second child 
at the time but the family 
made the move abroad. 

How did she find it at first? 

She says: “I was not 
impressed with what it 
looked like, I was not 
impressed with the cold at 
all. 

“Within a week I was 
thinking, ‘maybe I’m going 
to move back’, but other¬ 
wise I felt very welcomed. I 
never felt not at home here.” 

Since settling in the UK, 
Caroline has had her third 
child, finished an under¬ 
graduate and masters 
degree and is now a visiting 
lecturer at the University of 
Bedfordshire. Lucien works 
as a financial accounts 
assistant in St Albans. 

What are their plans for the 
future? 


“We’re settled, but we 
don’t know - we don’t have 
any permanent plans”, she 
says. “We’re happy, the kids 
are settled here, they’re 
comfortable, they’re pretty 
much English, except for 
their passport - they’re still 
Dutch, but they identify 
more as English. 

“But it depends where our 
careers will take us. If we 
were offered a good job 
abroad, we’ll go, we don’t 
have an issue with that. 

“But we will always obvi¬ 
ously take into considera¬ 
tion how our kids feel and 
their development. 

“I think we’ll always have a 
bond with the UK. Because 
we were made very welcome 
here we have been able to 
develop here and my hus¬ 
band is now a proud UK 
national, so this is home.”

AVOIDING The Sound of Music for 
almost 30 years was hard work. 

How do you solve a problem like 
Maria? I don’t care, I thought, the 
hills have never come alive for me. 
But this week I succumbed. 

In April, the classic Rodgers and 
Hammerstein musical marked 50 
years and this new production, 
from Bill Kenwright and co, was a 
glorious introduction. 

The story of a nun-turned govern¬ 
ess who melts the heart of a wid¬ 
owed husband and his brood has a 
loyal fan following - many of whom 
were singing along on press night - 
and has plenty of expectation to 
live up to. I can’t tell you whether it 
was as good as the film. But I can 
tell you that it was one of the best 
evenings at the theatre I have had 
for a long time. 

Danielle Hope - who shot to fame 
after winning BBC talent show 
Over The Rainbow - takes on 
Maria, filling her character with 
the warmth and likeability she 
deserves. It also just so happens 



that she can sing like an angel and 
has intimidatingly perfect diction. 

The Von Trapp troupe by her side 
perform immaculately, with 
enough personality to outweigh 
the sugary sweetness that six 
children dressed in matching sailor 
outfits could bring. 

Watching their relationship with 
Maria develop is a joy, revealing a 
genuine chemistry which is key to 


the show’s 
success. 

To this audi¬ 
ence member, 
theirs is the 
love affair at 
the heart of The Sound of Music. 

Through her relationship with the 
siblings, Maria finds her strength 
as a woman and as a mother. She 
learns as much as she teaches and 


is happy, even before she falls for 
their debonair dad. But sure 
enough, Captain Von Trapp’s (Steve 
Houghton) heart is eventually 
melted by Maria’s warmth and 
music. And their love affair plays 
out with enough intensity and quiet 
passion to save it from being trite 
and Disney-fied. 

The unexpected star of this show 
though, is Jan Hartley as Mother 
Abbess (pictured below). Her 
Mother is worldly wise and her 
tear-jerking rendition of Climb 
Ev’ry Mountain is a true showstop- 
per. Backed up by a chorus of nuns, 
a maginificent full orchestra and 
stunning sets, the Abbey scenes 
were undoubtedly some of the most 
impressive. 

It is a testament to 
Rodgers and 

Hammer-stein that 
this musical (a stage- 
show before it was 
THE Julie Andrews 
film) is so successful 
at making a story 
about escaping the 
clutches of the Nazis 
so uplifting. 

But it is an equally 
big testament to this cast and pro¬ 
duction team to have brought this 
story back to life with such warmth 
and magnificent presence.

Wednesday, June 24, 7.30pm 

A TALE of forbidden love is 
coming to one of Luton’s premier 
performance venues next month. 

The play is the latest work by 
theatre company Tamasha, which 
looks to tap into and give a voice 
to a number of Britain’s diverse 
communities. 

It opened in the UK in March in 
Coventry and has now set off 
around the United Kingdom and 
will make its penultimate stop on 
the trip at Luton’s Hat Factory 
theatre. 

The show is based around 
Caneze (Krupa Pattani) and Sully 
(Adam Samuel-Bal), who meet in 
the college canteen and fall in 
love. 

However, neither of them bar¬ 
gained on the lengths to which 
her brother, a major player in a 


local Pakistani gang, would go to 
keep them apart. 

Set among a Midlands Pakistani 
community, Blood is billed as 
‘sparky, funny and heart-wrench- 
ingly honest’. 

A timely and contemporary 
story, this play cuts through 
political agendas and goes 
straight to the heart. 

It lets us into a world governed 
by links to family and clan, as 
much as fiercely individual wants 
and desires. 

The production’s writer, Emteaz 
Hussain, outlined her reasons for 
creating the work. 

She said: “After the 2011 riots, I 
felt frustrated over the myopic 
portrayal of working class young 
people, especially those from 
migrant backgrounds and wanted 
to counter some of the negativity 
surrounding young people. 

“I wanted to allow these two 
characters, Caneze and Sully, to 
tell their own story in their own 
way.” 

Tamasha is a well respected 
name within UK theatre, with 


their 2014 touring production, My 
Name is... being adapted for radio 
and aired on BBC radio earlier 
this year. 

On working with Tamasha and 
what they do, Miss Hussain said: 
“I like that they are far reaching, 
accessible and bespoke as I live 
out of London and away from 
what can seem like a rarefied the¬ 
atre world. 

“It is only with this careful 
bespoke work, that marginalised 
people in terms of class and 
regions are given a voice and have 
the opportunity to have their sto¬ 
ries told and be part of the indus¬ 
try. 

“For someone like me coming 
from where I come from, as a post 
refugee survivor, it is priceless 
and I am deeply grateful to 
Tamasha for having the courage 
to take such a risk.”

Mazda 2 range 

Take a look inside ... 


The Mazda2 returns smarter 
and sharper than ever. It packs 
in some big car features into 
a pertly-styled body, features 
some classy 1.5-litre petrol and 
diesel engines that make great 
real-world economy and the 
interior’s built better than you’d 
believe. It’s a real contender to 
the likes of the Fiesta, Corsa, 

208 and Clio. 

Buyers get to choose between 
either a 1.5-litre petrol engine 
or a 1.5-litre diesel in a variety 
of different guises. The petrol 
motor is offered in 75, 90 or 
I 15PS outputs, while the diesel 
cranks out a healthy 105PS and, 
more pertinently, 220Nm of 
torque at just 1,400rpm. It’s 
easily the pick of the bunch. 
Power is transferred to the front 
wheels via five- and six-speed 
manual transmissions as well as a 
six-speed automatic. 

The suspension has been set 
up to be Volkswagen-firm which 
you’ll feel on poor surfaces but 
the flipside of this is that the 
Mazda2 offers reassuring body 
control in corners. The steering 
is an electrically-assisted system, 
so don’t expect bucketloads of 
feedback, but you can count on 
clean response and perfect accu¬ 
racy. With a sporty feel and easy 


manoeuvrability, the Mazda2 is 
more than just a city scoot. 

All around the world there are 
languages dying out but Mazda’s 
designers seem to have one all 
of their own when they start 
describing the Mazda2. To most 
people the ‘KODO - Soul of Mo¬ 
tion’ design doesn’t really mean a 
lot. Suffice to say it looks quite a 
bit like the existing CX5, Mazda 
3 and Mazda 6, which means a 
flowing blend of curves, lots of 
shape in the flanks and a gaping 
front grille. It looks better than 
it sounds. 

The interior’s probably the 
biggest surprise. We expected 
the cabin to be boldly-styled but 
built out of some shiny plastics 
and with ergonomics that were a 
bit hit and miss. It’s anything but. 
In fact, the design is relatively 
clean and conservative, but the 
colour combinations that Mazda 
offers are a knockout and the 
materials quality is genuinely 
surprising. It’s spacious too. 

Clearly much is going to hinge 
on how the Mazda2 is priced 
in relation to key rivals like the 
Ford Fiesta, the Vauxhall Corsa, 
the Peugeot 208 and the Renault 
Clio but from what we’ve seen 
thus far, this car looks as if it’s 
coming out all guns blazing.

LUKE Thomas struck a century in both innings 
as Bedfordshire opened their three day season 
with a draw at home to Norfolk. 

The opener blasted 171 first time around and 
then followed that up with another stunning 
knock of 147 not out as he terrorised the visit¬ 
ing attack in the Unicorns Championship 
Eastern Division contest. 

His 171 came from 241 balls and included 14 
fours as Bedfordshire posted 341-7 from 90 
overs after batting first at Luton Town & 


Indians CC. George Thurstance’s 55 was the 
next best contribution with the bat and Norfolk 
were then bowled out for 259. 

Andy Reynoldson’s 5-60 did the bulk of the 
damage and the hosts had a handy first innings 
lead of 82. 

They set about building on that advantage 
and Thomas’ unbeaten 147 included nine 
fours and three sixes from 175 deliveries. 

This time he was ably assisted by skipper 
James Middlebrook who made 70 before being 
bowled by Brett Stolworthy. 

Disruptions for bad light frustratingly held 
up their efforts however before the declaration 
came on 262-2 after 59 overs, setting Norfolk a 
target of 365 to win. 


Norfolk had their own opener Sam Arthurton 
to thank for steering his county to safety, with 
the number two reaching a fine 121 before 
Colin Griggs bowled him. 

The visitors finished on 253-4, still 112 runs 
behind, at the close of play on day three on 
Tuesday when the teams shook hands. 

Bedfordshire took home 12 bonus points 
from the contest, compared to just nine for 
Norfolk, so are the early leaders in the division 
with just one game played. 

The county are due to be in T20 action, away 
against at Hertfordshire, today. 

Their next outing in the Unicorns 
Championship will also be against 
Hertfordshire, beginning on June 21.

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Experience will 
be key for Town 
promotion bid

Hatters fan David Mackie was 
impressed with the signing of 
defender Scott Cuthbert - and 
thinks more transfers of this ilk 
are required if Luton are to reach 
League One next season. 

IT may be less than a month 
since the season ended but foot¬ 
ball already seems like a world 
away. 

The summer slog without the 
beautiful game is upon us and in 
the absence of a major tourna¬ 
ment to keep us occupied the 
withdrawal symptoms are 
stronger than ever. 

Talk at these times is naturally 
dominated by transfer gossip and 
the potential comings and goings 
at clubs around the country. 

Even after a disappointing sea¬ 
son, the arrival of new faces can 
quickly raise morale for the fresh 
challenges ahead and make fans 
long for August. 

Luton know this disappoint¬ 
ment more than most clubs after 
a slide from automatic conten¬ 
tion in League Two to not even 
being in the play-offs. 

When Luke Guttridge so mem¬ 
orably sealed a 1-0 win over 
Northampton Town with a last 


gasp strike in late October, before 
ignoring the modern day annoy¬ 
ance of players not celebrating 
against their old clubs, who 
would have thought that the 
Hatters would slide out of the 
shake-up altogether? 

Maybe more than a few Town 
fans did after getting used to 
more than our fair share of doom 
and gloom over the years but it 
doesn’t mean that we have to like 
it and it’s clear that new players 
are needed to stop a repeat of 
this alarming run. 

So what sort of reinforcements 
do we need in order to achieve 
better things in 2015/16? 

The answer, for me, is experi¬ 
enced campaigners and I think it 
is encouraging that boss John 
Still seems to realise that as well. 

After this season ended so dis¬ 
appointingly, Still responded by 
releasing seven players and 
transfer listing six more. 

Strikers Alex Wall and Charlie 
Walker, midfielders Jim 
Stevenson, Kynan Isaac, Ian Rees 
and Charlie Smith and defender 
Brett Longden were all sent 
packing after their contracts 
expired while Curtley Williams, 
Eraser Lranks, Alex Lacey, Ross 
Lafayette, Andy Parry and 
Matthew Robinson were placed 
on the list. 

This news was later followed by 
the release of Ricky Miller, Shaun 


Whalley and Danny Litzsimons, 
the former having his contract 
terminated, and there is a com¬ 
mon theme that is obvious when 
you study these players who have 
been deemed not to make the 
grade. 

The link is a lack of Lootball 
League experience and when 
you digest the list you quickly 
realise that there are an awful lot 
of signings there which just 
haven’t worked out. 

Wall came from Maidenhead 
United and showed glimpses of 
class but failed to really kick on 
to find his true potential. 

He also had an underwhelming 
loan spell back in the Conference 
with Bristol Rovers which raises 
question marks about his ability 
to do the business in the league 
above and beyond. 

Walker, meanwhile, came from 
minnows Peacehaven & 
Telscombe, Williams was from 
Lowestoft, Pranks and Lafayette 
signed from Welling, Parry and 
Whalley joined from Southport, 
Miller came from Boston and 
Litzsimons and Stevenson were 
plucked from Histon. 

The rest came through the 
youth system and have been sent 
out to lower leagues on loan, 
where they presumably failed to 
impress to the required stand¬ 
ard. 

Out of the group Whalley made 


the biggest impact with 35 
Hatters appearances but for the 
rest match-time in a Luton shirt 
was at best sporadic and at worst 
nonexistent. 

Non-league football is a world 
away from the demands of the 
Lootball League and reaching 
below the trapdoor for players is 
always a gamble. 

Of course it can pay off spec¬ 
tacularly - Hinckley United’s 
Andre Gray being the most obvi¬ 
ous example for Luton fans - and 
if it is done right buying non¬ 
league talent can be a cost effec¬ 
tive way of adding some quality 
to your squad. 

The gamble for Still and Luton 
hasn’t paid off in recent times 
though and although it is of 
course admirable to cast your 
eye on part-time football and 
give opportunities to those who 
may find it hard to get noticed, it 
is not the route Luton should go 
down at this point. 

That’s why the signing of 
Leyton Orient’s Scott Cuthbert 
was so pleasing - a seasoned pro¬ 
fessional at Lootball League level 
who, after reaching a play-off 
final, knows all about life in the 
professional game and the chal¬ 
lenges it presents. 

Let’s hope for more players of 
the same ilk when further arriv¬ 
als are inevitably announced 
over the coming weeks. 


Potts becomes third signing

LUTON Town have confirmed the signing of 
former West Ham United defender Dan Potts 
on a two-year deal. 

The 21-year-old arrives at Kenilworth Road 
following much speculation and just hours 
after his release from the Premier League 
Hammers was confirmed on Thursday. 

Potts has played in the top flight for the east 
London club and had spells on loan with 
Colchester United and Portsmouth. 

He has featured for England between U18 
and U20 level but only made one full-time 
appearance in the 2014/15 season - in the 
League Cup for West Ham - as his campaign 


was blighted by injury. His father is former 
Hammers club captain Steve Potts. 

“I’m over the moon to have signed for Luton 
Town,” said the new signing to Luton’s web¬ 
site. 

“I can’t wait to crack on. Promotion is the key 
for me, I want success. 

“West Ham’s a big club, but so is Luton, and 
they want to succeed so in that respect the two 
clubs are no different. 

They have great fan bases, and coming into 
the set-up at Luton will be good for me and 
hopefully we’ll push on and get up the leagues.” 

Potts will provide competition for Scott 
Griffiths at left back but can also operate in the 
centre of defence.

Livingston and St Mirren 
in Scotland. 

He moved south to sign 
for Swindon Town in July 
2009 before joining
